Being held scoreless for the 
first time in eight years, Coach 
Bill Cook’s Santa Ana _ college 
Dons went down to defeat to the 
defending champion Chaffey Pan- 
thers at Ontario’s Garber Field 
last Saturday by 9-0. Chaffey 
now is tied with the powerfull Mt. 
San Antonio eleven with two wins 
and two losses in conference play. 
This was the Dons first conference 
start. 

Chaffey’s vaunted passing at- 
tack was stymied completely, as 
they failed to connect on 11 pass 
attempts, with Ends Carl Oberto, 
Jim Thornburg, and Bob Leonard 
rushing Ansel McCullough all eve- 
ning. 

Snyder set up the Panthers 
first score, after an interception 
of a Chaffey pass by Chuck Pat- 
terson was nullified by a defensive 
holding penalty on the Don 46. 
Snyder rambled to the Don one 
before being collared by Patter- 
son, McCullough scored on a 
sneak, with Darrel Kreitz adding 
the extra point on his second try. 

In the third period the Dons 
moved to the Chaffey 21 on power 
plays by Hal Sheflin, but DiCiccio 
intercepted another of Hoyt’s 
tosses on the 20 and ran back to 
the Panther 46. After an ex- 
change of punts, Patterson and 
Sheflin gave the Dons two more
